The  state  pure  food  authorities  at 
the  Kentucky  Agricultural  Experi- 
ment Station  reported  Tuesday  to 
County  Attorney  Scott  Bullitt,  of 
Louisville,  sixty-five  cases  for  sell- 
ing watered  or  skimmed  milk  against 
dairymen  supplying  Louisville  and 
certain  restaurants.  These  cases  re- 
sulted from  the  extensive  inspections 
that  have  recently  been  made 
throughout  the  whole  of  the  Louis- 
ville milk  field  ami  other  pans  of 
Kentucky. 

The  samples  were  collected  from 
the  milk  depots,  the  dairymen,  the 
restaurants,  the  hotels  and  other 
places  where  milk  js  served,  and 
when  a  sample  was  found  to  foe  wat- 
ered or  skimmed,  further  investiga- 
tion was  made  to  determine  who  was 
responsible.  About  700  samples  were 
analyzed  in  Louisville  and  85  cases 
reported  for  prosecution.  In  most 
instances  the  milk  was  taken  from 
from  the  dairymen's  herds  to  deter- 
mine how  much  water  had  been  ad- 
ded to  the  milk  as  supplied  by  the 
dairymen's  cows.

Tlte  elimination  tf  waste  is  the 
problem  which  every  modern  busi- 
ness man  is  trying  to  solve.  Man 
has  learned  how  to  generate  gigantic 
power  by  the  n.-e  of  running  water, 
steam  and  ga-s.  but  much  of  it  lias 
hitherto  gone  to  waste  on  account  of 
the  difficulty  of  subdividing  it.  When 
only  one  or  two  machines  in  a  fac- 
tory are  in  u*e,  it  is  often  neces- 
sary to  expend  enough  power  to  drive 
every  machine  in  the  shop.  Until  the 
development  of  electric  generators 
and  motors  it  MM  impossible  to  sub- 
divide power,  except  by  the  MS  of 
cparnte  engines  which  made  the  cost 
prohibitory.  Electricity  has  proved 
that  it  can  divide  power  as  can  noth- 
ing else. 

The  |M>wer  requiied  to  drive  the 
iine  shafting  and  belts  in  a  factory 
where  the  motive  power  is  all  in  one 
source  is  about  equal  to  the  power 
required  to  drive  all  the  machines  in 
the  shop  at  their  maximum  output; 
that  is.  if  all  the  tools  working  -i- 
inultaneou-ry  at  maximum  ouipnt  ;e- 
qnire  100  h.  p..  the  belts  and  shntt- 
ing  will  require  about    100    h.  p.. 
mare,  mid  this  power,  which  is  all 
lost  in  friction  must  be  supplied  all 
the  time,  even  though  only  a  few  of 
the  machine*  are  working.    On  the 
other  hand,  if,  in  the  .same  shop, 
each  tool  is  equipped  with  a  motor, 
only  about  43  h.  p..  will  be  lost  in 
transmission  from  the  motive  power 
of  the  dynamo  to  the  tools  when  they 
are  all  working  at  maximum  output: 
that  is.  143  h.  p..  is  consumed  and 
100  h.  p..  or  70  per  cent  of  this  is 
supplied  to  the  tools,  against  .">0  per 
cent  with  belts  and  shafting.  But. 
in  machine-shop  work,  it  is  found 
t'tat  so  many  machines  are  always 
idle  or  working  on  light  lead  that 
only  about  30  per  cent  of  the  lota! 
capacity  of  all  the  machine-  is  in 
use  at  the  same  time:  that  is.  the 
load  factor  is  approximately  30  per 
cent.    With  line  shafting  and  belts, 
the  total  power  supplied  to  the  si'.iop 
is  then  130  h.  p..  of  which  30  h. 
p..  or  23  per  cent  is  n*ed  by  the 
tools;  with  individual  inotc  r  drive, 
the  losses  decrease  approximately  as 
the  load.    At  30  per  cent  load,  the 
loss  would  'be  30  per  cent  of  43  h. 
p..  or  13  h.  p..  and  the  total  power 
is  43  h.  p..  of  which  30  h.  p..  or  70 
per  cent  is  u^ed.    In  other  words, 
the  individual  motor  drive,  under  >  r- 
dinary  working  conditions,  is  more 
than  three  times  as  ellicient  as  the 
line  shaft  and  belt  drive. 

However,  it  would  not  lie  usually 
1m?  economical  to  install  a  -mall  iw>- 
tor  on  each  of  a  number  of  small 
machines;  better  results  ate  often 
obtained,  by  driving  a  number  of 
-mall  machines  in  a  group  from  a 
comparatively  short  line  shaft  driv- 
en by  a  larger  Meter.

Following  are  some  of  the  results 
Every  boy  attended  Bible  class  even 
day.  two  personal  purity  talks  wen 
given  during  each  period  of  camp— 
one  to  older  and    one    to  younge 
boys.    These  meetings  beginning  im 
mediately    after    supper,    in  even 
case  lasted  until  after  dark,  so  in 
terested  were  the  boys,  and  so  anx- 
ious were  they  to  be  set  aright  on  th. 
many  problems  of  their  life.

a  trade  publication  issued  at  Chicago. 
The  editor  of  the  Lumberman  de- 
clares that  the  local  newspaper  is  the 
only  medium  that  will  render  inef 
fective  the  seductive  lure  of  the  mai' 
order  copy  with  which  the  average 
farm  paper  is  crammed. 

"When  the  dealer  is  looking  for 
business  he  wants  a  real  medium  that 
will  carry  a  real  message,"  says  the 
Lumberman.  "That  medium  is  his 
local  newspaper.  By  test  there  is  no 
substitute  for  newspaper  advertising 
when  the  object  is  the  expansion  of 
retail  business.  The  local  paper  is 
the  one  medium  that,  properly  used, 
will  offset  the  influence  of  the  cata 
logue  and  that  will  render  ineffective 
the  seductive  lure  of  ihe  mail  order 
copy. 

"Newspaper  advertising  Is  one  of 
the  first  real  steps  in  tuccessful  mer- 
chandising. But  it  must  be  of  con 
sistent  character,  planned  and  execut 
ed  with  such  deliberation  that  its  oh 
jeet  will  be  clear.  The  advertiser  who 
does  not  know  tlie  purpose  of  his  own 
campaign  can  not  expect  others  to 
understand  it.  Dealers  who  will  take 
the  time  to  siAdy  advertising  methods, 
particulars  those  employed  by  their 
successful  mail  order  competitors,  will 
find  there  the  best  avoidable  text 
book.  The  very  success  of  these 
methods  evidences  their  worth. 

valuable  source  of  advice  and  help  to 
the  advertiser.  His  business  depend.- 
upon  the  pulling  power  of  his  paper  s 
advertising  columns.  He  is  keenly  in 
lerested  in  helping  his  patrons.  He 
invariably  is  willing  to  criticise  and 
advise  the  novice  and  generally  knows 
his  business. 

"Finally,  the  efficacy  of  retail  ad 
vertising  depends  in  a  large  measure 
on  'keeping  everlastingly  at  it.'

The 
limit  was  finally  reached  and  tlie  agrl 
cultural  department  awoke  lo  tlie  laci 
that  Ihey  were  carrying  out  a  mis- 
guided policy.  Finally,  about  flvo  years 
ago,  the  management  wheeled  about 
and  decided  to  spend  about  hair  ol 
their  appropriation  for  advertising 
with  the  leading  papers  of  the  state, 
and  omit  some  of  the  expensive  calen- 
dars and  lithographs.  The  success  ol 
the  change  was  amazing,  and  since 
that  time  more  money  each  year  has 
been  spent  with  the  newspapers,  bring 
ing  a  corresponding 
ness  at  the  fairs.
